ANAL the time this laſt ſicknes of the plague began in either of them, to this preſent month of October the ſixt day, 1603. 
| With a relation of many viſitations by the plague, in ſundry other forraine Countries. 


T is no doubt that the coꝛruption of the ayꝛe, together with bncleanly 
and vnwholſome keeping of dwelling, where many are peſtered toge⸗ 


ther, qs alſa the not obſeruing to haue fiers pꝛiuate ⁊ publiquely made 8 | 


as well within houſes , as without in the ſtreets, at times when the 
apꝛe is infected, are great octaſions to increaſe coꝛrupt and peſtilent diſ⸗ 
eaſes, Neither can it be denied, that the oucr-boldnes of many pꝛeaſing 
into infected places, and the lewdnes of others with ſoꝛes vppon them, 
pꝛeſuming into the open apꝛe, ſome of wilfulnes, but truly many of ne⸗ 
ceſſitie, contaminatecth + coꝛrupteth diuers: as the Lepꝛoſie, the Pocks, 
and ſund2y ſuch vncleane diſeaſes do: as by dꝛinking, lying in company, 
and other ſuch meanes, where pure complexions and cleane bloods are 
defiled with ſuch as are putrified : and therefoꝛe carefully to be auopded. 
But all theſe are accidentall, and rather effects then the cauſe. 

Then firſt this Cictp of London cannot be denied, to haue had as great 
bleſſings as euer had Jeruſalem, fo: heere God hath long time been p2e- 
ſent by his Moꝛd and Sacraments , vet they haue abounded in all ini⸗ 
quitie, when Jeruſalem long ſince had not a ſtone left vpon a ſtone. 

In the peere of Chꝛiſt, 8 1. and in the pere 188. there continued a great 
time a plague in Nome, of which there daily died two thouſand people. 

In the verre 2 5 4. fifteene pꝛouinces of the Romaine Empire, were in a 
manner conſumed with the peſtilence. 

In the vere 530. there died in Conſtantinople fine thouſand a day, and 
diuers times tenne thouſand : and at that time, in ſome other parts of 
Greece, there were not ſufficient liuing men left to bury their dead. 

And in the perre 1 569. there fell ſuch a plague in Conſtanunople, that 


there died in ſixe months ſpace, 7. hund:cd thouſand perſons , and the 


yere following fell ſuch a famine, that a penny loafe of bread of Engliſh 
mony, was woꝛth a crowne of gold: by reaſon whereof, the people died 
as faſt then ofthe famine, as they did befo2e of the plague. 

In the yerre 540, there began an bmuerſail plague all ouer the wozld, 
that continued 50. ve&res with great violence. 

In the yerre 1348. in Paris in Fraunce, there died a hundꝛed thouſand 
people of the Plague. | | 

In the peere 13 59, ſo great a peſtilente there was in Italp, that there 
were ſcarce tenne left of a thouſand . And in the peere 1 521, there died 

in Rome a hundꝛed thouſand of the peſtilence. 

In the peeres 1576. and 77. in Pillan, Padua, and Uenice, there 
fell a hundzed thouſand in euerp Citty : and in Bohemia (beeing but a 
ſmall Kingdome) there died thꝛee hundꝛed thouſand the ſame time. 

Sone after the congueſt of Ring W:1t2m, Duke of Normandy, when 
the people were ſubdued to him, and the Knights fees rated which he had 
made, and himſelfe placed with crowne and ſcepter, hee toke number of 
the acres of land in all the realme, and of all the people, and of all the cat⸗ 
tell: after which fell ſo ſoꝛe a plague, that the people died in ſuch number 
that tillage decaied, and famine enſued, with rot of cattell, that men were 
faine to eate fleſh of dogs, cats, + miſe, A fearefull example foꝛ Pꝛinces. 

In the raigne ol Uing Edward the third, there fell a very great peſti⸗ 
lence in the Eaſt⸗Indies, among the Zartarians, Saracens, + Turks, 
which laſted the ſpace of ſeauen peeres: though the feare whereof,many 
of the Heathens willingly offered themſelues to become Chꝛiſtians. And 
ſhoꝛtly after, by reaſon of paſſengers from one Pꝛouince to another, the 
ſame peſtilence was diſperſed in many Chꝛiſtian Kingdoms, x amonglk 
other places, bꝛought into England: where it was ſo foꝛcible all ouer the 
Land, that not onely men, but alſo beaſts, birds, and fiſhes were ſmit⸗ 
ten therewith, and found dead with botches vpon the . Alſo among men, 
the number þ were left aline, were ſcarely ſufficient to bury their dead. 
At which time, with the reſt that then died of the plague, Henry Duke of 
Lancafter, Blanch Dutcheſſe of Lancaſter, and the Earle of Marwicke 
ended their liues. Do ß in one peere, in a little plot of ground of 13. acres 
tompaſſe, then called Spittle-croft, and now the Charter houſe, was bu- 
ried fifty thouſand perſons, beſides ail them that were then buried in the 
Churchyards, and diuers places in the fields. 

Alſo in Barbarie, Alexand2ia, Tripclie, and in Cen cantinople, this 
laſt yeere 1602. fell ſo grieuous a plague, that there died the thouſand 
a day fo: a long time together. | 

Our viſitations, though our ſinnes exceede, haue berne moze gentle, 

Foꝛ in the firſt great plague in our memoꝛp after the loſſe of Pewhauen, 
fr the firſt of January 1562. to Decemb. 1563. there died ofthe plague, 
twenty thouſand, one hundꝛed, thirtie ſire. 

And in the laſt great viſitation, from the 20. of Decsmber 1592. to the 

23. ok the ſame month in the peere 1593. died in all 25886. of the plague 
in and about London, 15003. And in the vere befo2e, 2000,

giue vs true repentance, the onely meane to win his grace toward vs.

The ſeuerall viſuationt by the Plague in the Citty of Norwich, 

In the yeere of our Lord, 1349. from the firſt of Ianuary to the laſt of 
June, there died of the plague within the Cittie of Norwich, 57104. per- 
ſons, beſides Eccleſiaſticall Mendicants and Domanicks. 

From the firſt of Tune 1579. to the firſt of the ſame month, 15 80. there 
ied of the peſtilence in the Citty of Norwich, 4928. perſons. 

¶ And from the 8 of Aprill 1603. (which was the time that this laſt viſita- 
tion beganne in the Citty of Norwich) there haue died to the 29. of Iuly, of 
all diſeaſes, (as well Strangers as others) 387. And from the 29 of Iuly, to 


the 30 of September following, the number is ſet downe weekely. 


From the 29 of Iuly, to the 6. of Auguſt, the whole number is 67. the 
number of Strangers, is 32, the number ofthe plague, is 55.
